Not much more than a year 
Lage, these who had at bearr the 
real welfare Of our community 
were oo conperatuluing — themselves 
on the welcome fact that a new 
spirit was pervading the Colony 
. the spirie of that truly de- 
mocratic individual life which 
the war years have taught us to 
value so highly, During the war, 
and for a time after the reoc- 
cupation, men lived together, as 
never before, as breathers, united 
by aosepse of common tasks and 
common — dangers sshared’ Each 
man willingly turned his hand to 
whatever job day waiting to be 
done and the feeling of free, un- 
aclfish and disinterested coopera- 
tion between all classes and kinds 
of omen, was warming to the 
heart. For setting the cxample 
of democracy at its best we have 
largely the personnel of the Mili- 
tary Government to thank, and 
while they were with us, the 
civilian followed their bead. 

To many of us, the hope that 
this free and democratic — spirit 
would endure, was a source of in- 
spiration. The war had been 
fought and won, not for the right 
to go back to the old life, with all 
its narrowness, snobbery and 
petty colonial: prejudices, but, as 
we hoped, for a chanee to rebuild 
with somgthing better, something 
more wolth while and admirable 
in our way of life, We were 
eager to make Hong Kong, now 
the farthest outpost of the Em- 
pire, a symbol of the new Bri- 
tain, the “shop windaw" of a 
‘genuine demucracv.
